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Chairman's  Address  to  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(Mr.  W.  A.  LEWIS). 


February  20th,  1928. 

My  dear  Friends, 

Along  with  you,  I  deeply  regret  the  inability  of  our 
esteemed  President  and  Patroness  to  be  with  us  this  evening. 
We  all  should  have  been  delighted  to  have  welcomed  them. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  most  gratifying  to  know,  though  removed 
far  from  us,  we  still  have  their  interest  and  support. 

We  have  all  listened  with  profound  pleasure  to  all  the 
reports  given,  and  in  your  name  I  sincerely  congratulate 
all  my  colleagues  upon  their  full  and  splendid  statements. 
One  cannot  hope  to  add  anything  new  to  what  has  been  said, 
and  said  so  well. 

There  are,  however,  a  few  thoughts  I  would  like  to  pre¬ 
sent  and  leave  with  you.  The  first  is  the  return  to  some¬ 
thing  like  normal  conditions  in  the  administration  of  our 
beloved  Institution.  The  circumstances  through  which  we 
-have  past  have  been  most  trying,  but  I  trust  have  been 
turned  to  good  account,  frought  with  lessons  out  of  which 
may  come  a  wiser  and  more  effective  future. 

During  the  past  year  the  Minister  of  Health  has  come 
very  near  to  the  vital  and  all  important  question  of  sufficient 
Hospital  accommodation  for  the  people.  Unfortunately 
when  he  had  by  his  utterances  increased  the  general  interest, 
he  left  us  with  simply  the  two  words,  “  co-operation  ”  and 
“co-ordination  splendid  words,  deep  andrichin  meaning,  but 
absolutely  inadequate  to  meet  the  position.  You  cannot 
co-operate  and  co-ordinate  what  you  have  not  got,  for  it  h°s 
been  positively  proved  that,  do  what  we  will,  there  will 
remain  a  serious  shortage  of  beds,  and  further,  if  we  had  a 
sufficient  number  of  beds  to-morrow,  our  voluntary  system, 
good  as  it  has  been,  and  still  is,  could  not  be  expected  to 
maintain  them,  with  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  worker 
generally.  There  is  a  limit  to  voluntary  giving,  however  large 
the  heart  and  generous  the  spirit,  and  on  behalf  of  our 
people,  who  for  a  great  number  of  years  have  cultivated  the 
principle  of  self-help  through  much  personal  sacrifice,  I  say 
unhesitatingly  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  these  efforts 
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should  be  cheerfully  subsidised  by  the  Government  Health 
Department,  whose  supreme  duty  should  be  the  well-being 
of  its  people.  And  I  want  here  to  sound  a  note  of  warning :  if 
the  voluntary  principle  is  to  be  saved,  our  Government  must 
give  as  ungrudgingly  for  this  work  as  it  does  in  laying  down 
instruments  for  the  destruction  of  life. 

The  Hospital  movement  is  one  of  unceasing  activity  and 
constant  progress  ;  our  Institution  must  keep  abreast  of 
scientific  research  and  be  able  to  make  application  of  those 
wonderful  discoveries,  or  we  fail  in  the  discharge  of  our 
respective  duties. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  redeemed  our  promise  to 
you  in  the  bringing  in  of  a  House  surgeon,  and  we  have  been 
exceedingly  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Dunbar, 
a  lady  of  genial  disposition  and  marked  ability.  We  trust 
her  stay  with  us  will  be  happy  and  long.  We  accord  to  her  a 
very  hearty  welcome. 

We  have  also  established  an  Eye  Department,  and 
we  trust  that  time  and  improved  mental  vision  will  prove 
the  wisdom  of  the  action  taken. 

We  have  also  under  consideration  the  question  of  a 
larger  Waiting  Room,  the  present  one  being  altogether 
inadequate  and  being  required  for  out-patients  department. 

Then  there  has  come  to  us,  and  rightly  so,  the  national 
hospital  question  of  a  pension  for  our  Staff,  and  if  there  is 
one  thing  which  is  overdue  to  my  mind,  it  is  this.  It  is 
nothing  short  of  a  disgrace  that  those  who  have  given  their 
lives  in  the  interest  of  others  should  find  themselves  one  day 
in  the  workhouse.  Let  us  say  this  shall  not  be.  I  strongly 
advise  you  to  arrange  with  your  Staff  to  join  the  contributory 
scheme. 

I  anticipate  you  are  listening  for  some  pronouncement 
upon  the  opening  of  the  two  large  Medical  Wards. 
We  shall  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  bring  these  wards 
into  full  commission  ;  but  our  work  has  so  increased  by 
the  opening  of  the  extended  surgical  wards  and  the 
increasing  of  our  Nursing  Staff,  that  before  we  can  open 
these  wards  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  at  least  a  small 
section  of  the  Nurses’  Home.  We  shall  require  nine  more 
nurses,  and  more  maids.  The  land  is  ours,  so  that  whoever 
may  be  the  Board  of  the  future,  I  am  sure  will  act  with 
wisdom  and  discretion.  May  I  say  a  great  deal  will  depend

upon  the  realization  of  the  Miners’  Welfare  grant,  of  which 
we  are  most  hopeful. 

I  regret  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  things  between  the 
Fullerton  Hospital  and  ourselves.  All  the  men  working  at 
Denaby  Main  and  Cadeby  Collieries  living  this  side  of  Denaby 
Railway  Crossing  have  the  hospital  stoppage  made,  which 
goes  direct  to  the  Fullerton  Hospital,  and  Mexborough 
Montagu  Hospital  gets  the  liability  of  many  of  these  sub¬ 
scribers,  their  wives  and  families.  We  plead  for  a  more  just 
arrangement  between  the  two  sister  Institutions. 

My  last  to  you  is,  let  everyone  put  forth  their  whole 
energy  in  the  true  interest  of  so  noble  and  worthy  a 
cause.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Pleasing  as  it  always  has  been  for  your  Committee  to 
present  the  annual  account  of  its  stewardship,  it  is  in  far 
happier  circumstances  that  it  performs  this  duty  than  a 
year  ago,  when  it  became  necessary  to  catalogue  a  series  of 
disastrous  financial  losses,  consequent  upon  the  industrial 
troubles  of  that  period. 

Your  Board  now  offers  for  consideration  a  report  upon 
the  affairs  of  a  year  much  better  ordered  ;  a  year  much  more 
fruitful  ;  and  one  that  has  been  characterised  by  a  complete 
restoration  of  subscribers  who  had  perforce  temporarily  to 
suspend  the  payment  of  their  usual  donations. 

WORKPEOPLE’S  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

With  the  resumption  of  work  at  the  collieries,  after  the 
long  stoppage  of  the  previous  year,  subscriptions  from  those 
sources  recommenced  to  flow,  and  as  the  mine-workers 
settled  down  to  business,  the  local  contingent  industries 
became  correspondingly  energised.  The  reflection  upon  the 
finances  of  the  hospital  has  been  of  a  most  beneficial  kind. 

Owing,  however,  to  the  privations  of  1926,  it  has  not 
during  the  year  been  possible  for  the  majority  of  work¬ 
people  to  pull  up  the  arrears  of  subscriptions  of  that  year, 
but  1927  has  seen  a  recrudescence  of  systematic  gifts,  which 
have  increased  steadily  as  the  year  advanced.  The  amount 
shown  under  this  heading  (£8,635  Is.  lid.)  marks  the  highest 
figure  yet  attained  in  this  section.  Signalising  as  it  does,  a 
record,  it  proclaims  also  the  practical  interest  the  workers 
take  in  their  hospital,  when  conditions  of  employment 
make  this  possible. 
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To  the  united  body  of  workpeople  who  have  so  loyally 
stood  by  the  hospital,  and  subscribed  so  libera] ly,  the 
Board  expresses  its  earnest  thanks  and  gratitude. 

INDIVIDUALS  AND  FIRMS. 

With  the  impetus  given  to  business  generally  by  the 
resumption  of  work  at  the  mines,  subscribers  under  the 
above  heading  have  shown  an  increasing  generosity.  This 
branch  of  revenue,  though  old  as  the  hospital  itself,  began 
in  very  modest  fashion,  but  it  would  appear  reasonable  to 
expect  from  the  ever-increasing  amounts  annually  recorded, 
that  the  current  year  may  see  the  attainment  of  the  four- 
-figures  at  which  we  aim.  To  all  who  have  subscribed  under 
this  heading  the  Board  returns  its  warmest  thanks. 

PLACES  OF  WORSHIP. 

With  a  few  notable  exceptions  Places  of  Worship  have 
not  been  able  to  maintain  their  gifts  of  previous  years.  The 
sum  received,  though  small,  has  nevertheless  been  of  great 
help  and  the  donors  are  cordially  thanked. 

DONATIONS. 

With  regard  to  donations— which  are  as  variable  as  the 
weather— the  year  has  been  one  of  sunshine,  for  a  generous 
increase  is  shown  under  this  heading.  It  is  fervently  hoped 
that  1928  may  not  only  see  these  gifts  maintained,  but  a  very 
substantial  augmentation  of  the  list.  Grateful  thanks  are 
accorded  to  all  who  have  been  good  enough  to  help  in  this 
way. 

INTEREST  ON  INVESTMENTS. 

There  is  little  change  to  be  reported  in  this  department, 
the  securities  of  the  hospital,  with  one  exception,  having  all 
been  realised.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  very  sincere  gratifica¬ 
tion  to  your  Committee  if,  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  it 
were  made  possible  by  gifts  of  money  or  by  legacies,  to  create 
an  Endowment  Fund  which  would  provide  a  permanent 
source  of  income  to  the  Hospital. 

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Renewed  activity  has  been  apparent  in  the  Annual 
Hospital  Sunday  Demonstrations.  In  1926,  very  largely 
they  were  allowed  to  lapse,  but  with  more  regular  employ¬ 
ment,  these  attractive  efforts  in  1927  were  resumed.  The 
gifts  have  hardly  reached  those  of  1925,  though  they  are 
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considerably  in  excess  of  those  of  1926.  The  quality  of  the 
Sunday  Services  has  been  quite  up  to  standard,  and  much 
hard  work  has  been  performed  by  the  Committees  responsible 
for  their  organisation.  The  amount  subscribed  has  been  of 
especial  benefit  to  the  hospital,  and  all  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Demonstrations  are  cordially  thanked  for 
their  gifts,  and  worthy  services. 

COLLECTING  BOXES. 

Though  by  no  means  up  to  standard,  receipts  from 
collecting  boxes  have  provided  a  very  useful  sum,  and  to 
collectors  and  contributors  alike,  the  Board  expresses  a  very 
hearty  “  Thank  you  !

LADIES5  COMMITTEE. 

The  grant  of  £536  18s.  lOd.  from  the  Ladies’  Committee, 
lcpresenting  as  it  does,  receipts  from  Rose  Day,  Whist 
Drives,  Annual  Collections,  etc.,  in  a  year  characterized  by 
unparalleled  “  tightness  ”  of  money,  marks  a  most  wonderful 
achievement.  In  normal  times,  prior  to  the  extended 
surgical  wards  having  been  brought  into  commission,  the 
sum  given  would  have  sufficed  to  discharge  the  whole  work¬ 
ing  expenses  of  the  hospital  for  one  complete  month,  and 
thus  the  value  of  the  donation  can  be  better  gauged.  The 
ladies  have  worked  with  undiminished  enthusiasm,  and  the 
earnestness  of  their  efforts  has  had  a  most  happy  and 
welcome  repercussion  upon  the  institution’s  annual  revenue. 
Their  gift  has  been  of  unspeakable  value,  and  has  relieved  the 
problem  associated  with  maintenance  to  a  very  marked 
degree.  To  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  its  valued  help  and 
co-operation,  the  Board  is  eternally  thankful,  and  writes  this 
simple  acknowledgment  in  honour  of  their  worth. 

SPORTS  COMMITTEE. 

Distinctly  more  successful  than  in  1926,  the  Sports 
Committee  by  its  tireless  efforts  in  1927,  was  enabled 
to  hand  over  to  the  Hospital  the  sum  of  £190,  being 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  amount  granted  in  the  year 
aforementioned.  Members  of  the  Sports  Committee  have 
associated  themselves  together  to  excellent  purpose.  They 
have  worked  with  a  will  to  achieve  success,  and  this  they 
have  accomplished.  The  grant  the  Committee  has  been 
able  to  make  has  been  exceedingly  helpful  and  the  Committee 
is  most  warmly  thanked  for  its  splendid  assistance. 
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HON.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  STAFFS. 

As  earnestly  as  in  the  years  gone  by,  the  Hon.  Medical 
and  Surgical  Staffs  have  co-operated  in  the  discharge  of  their 
special  honorary  duties,  and  with  the  utmost  possible  success. 
The  extension  of  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  surgical  wards 
being  now  an  accomplished  fact,  capacity  for  in-patient  treat¬ 
ment  has  been  considerably  increased.  This,  of  course,  has 
necessitated  a  more  insistent  call  upon  the  time  and  skill  of 
the  medical  men,  who  have  responded  with  magnificent 
spirit  and  loyalty,  and  thereby  kept  the  reputation  of  the 
Hospital  at  that  very  high  standard  which  it  has  en  joyed  for 
so  many  years.  To  the  Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical,  and  Hon. 
Consulting  Staffs,  the  Board  is  especially  appreciative  of 
their  sterling  help,  and  thanks  them  very  cordially. 

NURSING  STAFF. 

The  Matron  (Miss  Wesley),  the  Deputy  Matron  (Miss 
Harvey),  the  Sisters  and  Nurses,  have  unitedly  engaged  in 
team-work  throughout  the  year.  Indeed,  had  they  done 
other  than  that,  it  is  problematical  whether  the  enormous 
amount  of  work,  as  indicated  by  the  Medical  Report,  could 
possible  have  been  accomplished.  They  have  performed 
their  respective  duties  with  both  geniality  and  skill,  and  the 
many  letters  of  appreciation  and  thanks  that  have  been 
received  from  ex-patients  is  a  glowing  testimony  to  their 
worth  and  effort.  The  Board  is  proud  in  the  efficiency  of 
its  staff,  and  offers  many  thanks  for  the  splendid  spirit  which 
has  prevailed. 


RESIDENT  SURGEON. 

1927  has  been  marked  by  a  further  bold  step  of  progress. 
For  many  years  the  Board  has  promised  to  instal  a  Resident 
Surgeon  at  the  hospital,  and  this  much-needed  innovation 
was  actually  consummated  on  November  1st,  when  Dr.  Joan 
G.  T.  Dunbar  was  offered,  and  accepted,  the  appointment. 
Dr.  Dunbar  quickly  made  herself  popular  with  both  con¬ 
tributors  and  staff,  and  her  engagement  has  been  of  immense 
benefit  to  the  hospital.  Of  a  particularly  genial  nature,  she 
works  in  complete  harmony  and  accord  with  the  whole  staff, 
and  carries  out  her  duties  in  a  most  thorough  and  capaffie 
manner.  The  Board  is  well  satisfied  that,  in  Dr.  Dunbar, 
they  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  a  Medical  Officer  equal 
to  any  emergency,  and  one  who  will  carry  out  her  duties  with 
conscientiousness  and  tact. 
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APPROVED  SOCIETIES. 

Grants  from  Approved  Societies  are  greater  than  those 
of  1926,  and  to  the  Societies  which  have  been  generous 
enough  to  offer  this  valued  monetary  help,  the  Board  is  very 
thankful. 

MASSAGE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Massage  Department,  under  the  Hon.  Superinten¬ 
dence  of  Dr.  Richard  Lee,  continues  to  render  invaluable 
service  to  a  large  body  of  patients  requiring  this  special  form 
of  treatment.  The  department  is  admirably  staffed,  and 
the  Board  is  highly  satisfied  with  the  work  that  is  being 
carried  out  there. 

HONORARY  OFFICIALS. 

The  services  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  W.  Carrington 
Smith),  the  Hon.  Solicitor  (Mr.  J.  W.  Hattersley),  and  the 
Hon.  Consulting  Engineer  (Mr.  J.  B.  Feltham),  have  been  in 
great  demand  throughout  the  year,  and  these  have  been 
volunteered  with  the  customary  readiness  and  goodwill. 
The  three  officials  named  are  a  great  asset  to  the  hospital, 
and  they  are  most  heartily  thanked  for  their  valued  help. 

CONCERTS,  TEAS,  SPORTS,  Etc. 

There  has  been  unusual  activity  in  the  matter  of  Special 
Efforts  to  assist  the  finances  of  the  hospital.  From  a  very 
long  list  may  be  mentioned  the  Community  Singing  Concert, 
which  was  held  at  the  Mexborough  Empire  Picture  House 
and  much  enjoyed.  The  Ladies  Section  of  the  Roman 
Terrace  Hospital  Committee  held  a  very  successful  Bazaar, 
as  a  result  of  which  they  were  enabled  to  pay  to  the  hospital  a 
very  substantial  gift.  Rarely  does  a  year  pass  without 
seeing  some  very  practical  help  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Police,  as  distinguished  from  their  ordinary  weekly  systematic 
contributions.  The  cricket  match  arranged  between  them¬ 
selves  and  the  Teachers,  was  not  only  much  enjoyed,  but 
brought  to  the  coffers  of  the  Institution  a  very  helpful 
contribution.  The  Wath  Amateur  Operatic  Society,  whose 
interest  for  the  hospital  all  through  has  been  keenly  alive, 
were  able,  as  a  result  of  their  earnest  and  accomplished 
efforts,  to  send  in  a  very  helpful  donation.  An  innovation 
in  the  shape  of  a  Ladies’  Fishing  Match,  in  the  organisation 
of  which  Mr.  George  Beverffiy,  of  Mexborough,  played  a 
prominent  part,  realised  a  very  useful  sum. 
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To  the  promoters  of  all  the  many  Special  Efforts  during 
the  year,  the  Board  is  exceedingly  grateful,  and  assures  them 
that  their  united  gifts  have  been  to  the  hospital  a  very  helpful 
source  of  revenue. 

GIFTS  FROM  PUBLIC  BODIES. 

Public  Authorities  continue  to  support  the  hospital  in 
a  most  generous  and  practical  way,  and  the  Board  deeply 
appreciates  their  kindly  assistance. 

LEGACY. 

The  very  sad  and  unexpected  death  of  the  Hon.  Mrs. 
H.  L.  Wood  in  1926,  a  past  Patroness  of  the  hospital,  and 
President  of  the  Ladies’  Committee,  is  recalled  by  the 
legacy  of  £100  which  she  bequeathed  to  the  hospital,  and 
which  was  received  in  1927.  The  Executors  are  warmly 
thanked  for  the  gift,  and  the  Board’s  sympathy  goes  out 
anew  to  the  relatives  who  were  left  to  mourn. 

SPECIAL  GIFTS. 

The  year  has  been  distinctly  prolific  of  gifts  in  kind  from 
generously  disposed  friends,  and  these  have  all  been  of  a 
most  useful  and  practical  kind. 

To  celebrate  his  70th  birthday,  Mr.  Frederick  Woffinden 
of  Mexborough,  presented  to  the  Hospital  in  December,  a 
complete  wireless  installation  for  the  use  of  both  patients 
and  staff.  Through  Mr.  Woffinden ’s  most  generous  and 
thoughtful  charity,  every  patient  in  the  hospital  is  now 
enabled  to  “  listen -in  ”  by  means  of  special  headphones 
which  have  been  provided  to  each  bed.  The  Children’s  Ward 
the  Nurses’  and  the  Maids’  quarters  have  also  been  each 
equipped  with  “  loud  speakers,”  so  that  everyone  in  the 
hospital  has  now  the  opportunity  of  listening  to  the  concerts 
which  hourly  “  come  over  ”  the  ether.  The  gift  is  of  con¬ 
siderable  monetary  worth,  and  the  Board  extends  to  Mr. 
Woffinden  its  very  grateful  thanks  for  his  most  handsome 
and  valuable  present. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  RAY. 

Mr.  W.  P.  and  Mr.  H.  I.  Turner,  Directors  of  “  The 
Mexborough  and  Swinton  Times,”  most  generously  presented 
to  the  hospital  a  complete  Ultra  Violet  Ray  equipment,  in 
memory  of  their  late  father,  Mr.  Walter  Turner.  The  equip¬ 
ment  consists  of  both  a  mercury  vapour,  and  a  Tungsten 
Arc  lamp  ;  and  though  the  gift  is  but  a  few  weeks  old,  there

has  been  a  tremendous  rush  for  the  benefits  which  this  form 
of  treatment  alone  can  confer.  The  establishment  of  this 
new  department  has  materially  increased  the  efficiency  of 
the  hospital,  and  brought  it  up-to-date.  To  the  gentlemen 
named,  the  thanks  of  the  Board,  and  those  of  the  district  too, 
are  most  warmly  accorded. 

A  further  useful  instrument  in  the  shape  of  a  special 
surgical  drill,  was  provided  by  the  employees  of  Messrs. 
Hattersley  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Swinton.  This  instrument  was 
urgently  required  at  the  hospital  by  the  Visiting  Consulting 
Surgeon  (Colonel  A.  M.  Connell,  A.M.S.  (T.)  )  who  needed  it 
for  special  work,  and  the  friends  named  readily  came  to  the 
rescue  and  provided  it.  The  Board  appreciates,  and  thanks 
them  for  their  kindly  act. 

A  very  pleasing  little  ceremony  is  recalled  by  the 
reference  to  a  Chair  presented  by  Mrs.  Cress  well  and  Mrs. 
Baxter,  both  of  Mexborough,  for  the  use  of  the  Chairman  at 
Board  Meetings.  It  is  a  piece  of  furniture  of  great  beauty 
and  utility,  and  since  its  presentation,  has  been  in  constant 
use.  The  two  ladies  named  are  most  cordially  thanked  for 
their  thoughtful  gift. 

The  Mexborough  Group  of  Toe  H.  sought  from  the 
Board,  and  received,  permission  to  establish  a  patients’  and 
staff  library  at  the  hospital,  undertaking  to  find,  and  change 
books  on  stated  days,  every  week.  This  they  now  do 
regularly,  and  as  in  earnest  of  their  sincerity,  they  very 
kindly  presented  to  the  Board  a  beautiful  bookcase  in  which 
the  books  are  taken  care  of.  In  addition  to  this,  their  mem¬ 
bers  act  as  weekly  collectors  to  the  funds  of  the  hospital, 
and  the  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of  their  splendid  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance. 

LOANS  FREE  OF  INTEREST. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  has  to  report  its  inability 
to  refund  any  of  the  £4,000  borrowed  from  the  Man  vers  Main, 
and  the  Hickleton  Main  Colliery  Companies  in  1925.  This 
money  was  most  generously  lent  by  the  Companies  named 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  free  of  interest,  upon  the  under¬ 
standing  that  it  should  become  repayable  by  annual  instal¬ 
ments  of  £800  each,  commencing  in  December,  1926.  When 
the  first  repayment  instalment  fell  due,  owing  to  lack  of 
funds,  this  could  not  be  met,  and  the  lenders  most  graciously 
agreed  to  its  postponement,  thus  considerably  relieving  the 
anxiety  of  the  Board.  Again  in  December,  1927,  the  Board 
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was  compelled  to  seek  an  extension  of  the  Companies’ 
clemency,  and  this  again  was  most  readily  granted.  To  the 
Directors  of  the  two  collieries  named  the  Board  is  extremely 
grateful,  and  thanks  them  for  their  generous  forbearance. 

THE  BANKERS. 

The  hospital  is  still  heavily  indebted  to  its  Bankers 
(National  Provincial  Bank,  Ltd.),  though  the  overdraft  has 
been  slightly  reduced  since  the  previous  report.  The  Board 
thanks  its  Bankers  for  the  many  accommodations,  without 
which  the  hospital  could  not  have  continued  to  function. 


OTHER  LOANS. 


Further  private  loans  to  the  amount  of  £1,350  were 
negotiated  during  the  year,  making  the  balance  outstanding

OBITUARY. 

The  hospital’s  bereavements  during  the  year  have  been 
unusually  light,  though  the  toll  taken  is  of  men  who  could  ill 
be  spared. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  sad  news  was  received 
of  the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  Mr.  Charles  Adki 
J.P.,  of  West  Melton,  who  was  a  Trustee  of  the  hospi  1. 
Taken  ill  at  work,  he  never  rallied,  and  the  end  came  wim 
startling  suddenness.  Mr.  Adkins’  association  with  the 
hospital  dates  back  to  the  early  days  when  its  business  was 
transacted  in  the  small  building  in  Bank  Street,  Mexborough, 
since  when,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  he  remained  a 
keen  and  enthusiastic  worker  for  the  cause.  As  a  citizen 
he  was  a  man  who  enjoyed  a  very  wide  popularity,  and  the 
sorrow  at  his  passing  was  genuinely  sincere.  To  his  widow, 
and  to  his  colleagues  on  the  Committee  of  the  Wath  Main 
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Branch  of  the  Y.M.A.  the  Board  offers  its  warm  condolences, 
and  here  expresses  its  unbounded  admiration  of  his  life’s 
work — particularly  that  appertaining  to  the  hospital. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  Hicks,  of  Kilnhurst,  which 

occurred  a  few  days  following  Christmas,  removed  from  the 

hospital  a  serving  Board  Member.  Mr.  Hicks  was  the  first 

(and  up  to  now,  the  only)  member  to  sit  on  the  Board  of 

Management  since  the  seat  was  formed  in  the  inteiests  of  the 

Kilnhurst  subscribers.  He  was  a  man  keenlv  interested  in 

«/ 

the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  did  a  great  work  for  it  in  a 
quiet  and  unobtrusive  way.  The  Board  deeply  deplores  his 
loss,  and  extends  to  his  widow  and  family  a  message  of 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  heavy  bereavement. 

BOARD  MEMBER  EXALTED. 

The  Mexborough  Urban  District  Council,  in  elevating- 
Mr.  George  W.  Bramhan  to  the  Chair,  conferred  a  dis¬ 
tinction  upon  one  of  its  members  who  most  worthily  deserved 
it.  As  chief  citizen  of  the  town,  Mr  Bramhan  has  given 
l hat  same  thought  and  study  to  the  welfare  of  the  community 
that  he  has  consistently,  over  a  long  period  of  years,  given 
to  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  at 
the  hospital.  The  Board  congratulates  him  upon  his  pro¬ 
gress  in  civic  life,  and  will  watch  his  future  career  with 
interest. 

EYE  DEPARTMENT. 

After  several  years  of  unfulfilled  promises,  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  eye-department  in  1927  became  an  actuality, 
Dr.  L.  Ram,  of  Mexborough,  in  December,  having  been 
appointed  to  fill  the  role  of  Eye  Doctor.  There  is  a  growing 
need  for  this  special  service,  and  the  Board  is  satisfied  that, 
in  Dr.  Ram,  they  have  a  surgeon  fully  capable  of  doing  the 
work. 

OPENING  OF  NEW  EXTENSIONS. 

Though  the  extended  surgical  wards  are  now  in  full 
commission,  it  has  not  as  yet,  owing  to  financial  restrictions, 
been  possible  to  open  the  Medical  Wards  for  use.  Perhaps 
the  year  1928  may  shed  light  upon  the  present  darkness,  and 
enable  some  discussion  upon  the  practicability  of  bringing 
these  into  service  within  the  very  near  future. 

HOSPITAL  CO-ORDINATION. 

Many  Conferences  have  been  held  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  a  closer  co-ordination  of  local  hospital 
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services.  The  Chairman  deals  fully  with  these  in  his  annual 
address,  but  the  one  matter  that  needs  to  be  stressed  here 
is  a  word  of  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  T.  Williams,  M.P.,  for  his 
kind  attendance,  and  invaluable  assistance  at  these  meetings, 
without  which  the  proceedings  would  have  been  much  more 
laboured,  and  the  general  grasp  of  the  situation  and  its 
possibilities  hardly  so  well  understood  as  it  is  to-day.  The 
Board  warmly  thanks  Mr.  Williams  for  his  kindly  aid. 

GIFT  OF  EGGS. 

Many  thousands  of  eggs  were  again  received  as  a  result 
of  the  scheme  organised  by  Lady  Hare  wood,  and  these  have 
been  of  incalculable  benefit  during  the  winter  months.  Mrs. 
George  Squires,  of  Mexborough,  and  Mr.  B.  L.  Smith,  of 
Swinton,  again  played  a  big  part  in  the  gathering  of  these 
eggs,  and  by  means  of  the  kindly  co-operation  of  the  school- 
children,  and  teachers  in  the  area,  the  hospital  benefited  in  a 
most  practical  way.  All  concerned  are  warmly  thanked. 

“  MEXBOROUGH  &  SWINTON  TIMES.” 

The  publicity  given  to  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  through 
the  medium  of  the  “  Mexborough  &  Swinton  Times  ”  has 
been  of  inestimable  value.  With  columns  ever  open  to  voice 
the  cry  for  funds,  the  hospital  has  enjoyed  an  increasing  con¬ 
sideration  in  this  respect,  notwithstanding  the  lavish  manner 
in  which  the  needs  have  always  been  stressed.  The  Directors 
of  this  Company  (Mr.  W.  P.  and  Mr.  H.  I.  Turner),  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  an  earlier  note,  gave  practical  illustration  of  their 
warmth  of  feeling  in  their  presentation  of  the  Ultra  Violet 
Ray  equipment,  which  is  to-day  performing  so  valuable  a 
service.  The  Editor,  too  (Mr.  Harold  E.  Elliott)  has  been 
unswerving  in  his  loyalty,  and  his  ready  willingness  to  place 
his  Paper  at  the  service  of  the  hospital  has  been  a  tremendous 
boon.  To  the  three  gentlemen  named,  the  Board  is  ever 
grateful. 

THE  PRESS. 

To  the  Press  generally  the  Board  extends  its  warmest 
thanks  for  the  helpful  articles  that  have  been  written, 
recognising  in  these  an  influence  that  has  reacted  most 
beneficially  upon  the  finances  of  the  Institution. 

POLICE  ANI)  FIRE  BRIGADES. 

With  the  revival  of  the  Hospital  Sunday  Demonstrations, 
after  the  quietude  of  1926,  the  services  of  the  Police  and 


Fire  Brigades  have  been  more  frequently  requisitioned,  and 
their  valuable  services  have  been  volunteered  as  freely  as  of 
yore.  Cordial  thanks  are  accorded  to  them  for  their  valued 
co-operation  and  help. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  call  upon  the  good  nature  of 
the  proprietors  of  the  Mexborough  Hippodrome  and  the 
Mexborough  Empire  Picture  House,  their  theatres  having 
been  freely  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  hospital  for  various 
Concerts.  The  united  goodwill  shown  by  the  gentlemen  con¬ 
cerned  has  been  of  great  profit  to  the  institution,  and  the 
Board  extends  to  them  a.  word  of  very  grateful  thanks  for 
Ftt:  kindly  help. 


GENERAL  THANKS. 

Under  the  heading  “  Concerts,  Teas,  Sports,  etc,” 
general  thanks  have  been  accorded  to  the  promoters  of  many 
Special  Efforts  organised  to  swell  the  funds  of  the  hospital, 
but  many  remain  unthanked  individually  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  promotion  of  Concerts  in  the  wards.  The 
Free  Christian  Church  has  loaned  chairs  for  various  functions 
at  the  hospital  very  frequently,  and  most  readily  ;  many  have 
given  books  and  periodicals  ;  Mr.  G.  W.  Middleton,  of 
Mexborough,  has  continued  his  very  enjoyable  gramophone 
concerts  ;  and  countless  others  have  in  other  ways  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  success  of  the  year’s  work,  and  the  comfort  of 
the  patients.  All  coming  under  the  heading  of  this  section, 
are  most  warmly  thanked  for  their  valued  assistance  and 
co-operation. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  extraordinary  manner  in  which  the  hospital  has 
pulled  itself  together  after  the  momentous  and  trying 
experiences  of  1926,  give  reason  for  the  most  optimistic 
prophecies.  From  the  standpoint  of  finance  it  is  perfectly 
clear  that  the  hospital,  for  the  moment,  is  in  difficulties,  but 
it  is  equally  clear  that  the  spontaneous  generosity  and  good¬ 
will  of  the  populace  will  extricate  it  from  those  difhcvlties 
with  the  least  possible  loss  of  time.  From  the  standpoint 
of  utility,  never  has  the  hospital  better  justified  its  existence 
than  in  the  year  1927.  Figuratively  speaking,  it  works  little 
in  the  glitter  of  the  footlights,  and  most  of  its  good  work 
begins  and  end  within  the  seclusion  of  the  four  walls  of  a  sick 


ward.  Memory  of  the  cures  effected,  however,  live  on  from 
generation  to  generation,  and  in  proportion  to  the  benefits 
conferred,  so  will  the  popularity  of  the  hospital  increase. 
The  continued  good  opinion  of  its  countless  supporters  is  an 
indispensable  factor  if  the  institution  is  to  be  maintained 
in  its  present  state  of  efficiency ;  and  experience  has  taught 
beyond  all  manner  of  doubt,  that  every  confidence  can  be 
reposed  in  those  who,  for  more  than  three  decades,  have 
borne  this  heavy  burden  uncomplainingly.

The  income  for  1927  shows  a  welcome  recovery  from 
1926.  The  total,  £11,411,  is  £888  more  than  in  1925.  Of 
this  about  £500  represents  an  extra  Id.  per  week  paid  by  the 
subscribers  at  one  Colliery  on  account  of  1926  arrears. 
Deduction  of  this  amount  makes  the  ordinary  income 
£10,911. 

Subscriptions  from  “  Workers  ”  amount  to  £8,135,  or 
74.5%. 

The  ordinary  expenditure,  £10,326,  gives  an  apparent 
surplus  income  of  £585.  The  1927  accounts  include  1  / 6th 
of  the  annual  salary  of  the  House  Surgeon  and  no  part  of 
the  salar}^  of  the  Eye  Doctor.  The  annual  charge  represented 
by  these  two  appointments  and  by  various  salary  increases 
effective  since  end  of  1927,  amounts  to  more  than  the 
apparent  surplus. 

The  expenditure,  £10,326,  compares  with  £6,907  in 
1925.  The  increase  is  £3,419  or  49.5%.

3%  up.

Medical  Report  for  the  Year  1927. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Medical  Report  for  the  year  1927. 
There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done 
in  the  various  departments,  the  X-Ray  Department  showing 
an  increase  of  301  patients  :  the  out-patients  an  increase  of 
over  two  thousand,  and  the  operative  work  an  increase  of 
over  one  hundred.  In  the  massage  department  the  numbers 
show  a  decrease,  but  this  can  partly  be  explained  by  the 
recent  industrial  crisis. 

On  January  1st,  1927,  40  patients  remained  in  Hospital 
from  the  previous  year,  and  new  patients  to  the  number  of 
821  were  admitted  during  the  j^ear.  The  total  number  of 
patients  treated  during  1927  was  7,520,  a  number  which  is 
very  gratifying  to  all  those  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 

Of  these  7,520,  1334  were  in-patients,  and  3,618  were 
out-patients,  while  the  remainder  attended  the  X-Ray  and 
Massage  department.  133  eye  cases  were  treated. 

The  number  of  operations  done  was  1,140,  467  being 
major  operations  and  673  minors.  As  regards  the  various 
diseases  and  injuries  dealt  with,  I  do  not  intend  to  take  up 
your  time  with  details.  The  deaths  numbered  61,  and 
though  this  number  exceeds  that  of  previous  years,  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  these  cases  were  either  very  severe 
accidents  and  injuries,  or  cases  which  were  sent  in  beyond 
medical  or  surgical  aid. 

As  you  are  all  no  doubt  aware,  a  very  welcome  addition 
has  recently  been  made  to  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital, 
namely,  the  ultra-violet  ray  apparatus,  from  which  we  hope 
to  have  very  good  results. 

The  figures  I  have  just  given  you  will  give  you  an  idea 
not  only  of  the  amount  of  work  gone  through,  but  also  of  the 
successful  manner  in  which  that  work  is  carried  through  by 
the  Matron  and  her  Staff.  I  therefore  wish,  on  behalf  of  the 
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Medical  Staff,  to  thank  them  most  warmly  for  their  untiring 
efforts.

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Lad  ies  Committee  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  feelings  far  happier  than  those  experienced 
twelve  months  ago,  that  I  present  to  you  a  statement  of  the 
Ladies'  Committee  work  for  1927,  for  I  am  able  to  report 
a  payment  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  hospital  of  nearly 
£250  in  excess  of  the  grant  for  1926. 

This  very  largely  is  attributable  to  the  fact  that  work  in 
the  district  has  been  more  regular,  and  the  extra  energy 
displayed  by  my  Committee. 

The  ladies  embarked  upon  their  Annual  house-to-house 
collection  with  a  most  commendable  vigour  and  succeeded 
in  raising,  by  strenuous  effort,  the  magnificent  sum  of 
£316  12s.  lid.  Each  lady  put  in  a  great  amount  of  work, 
and  I  feel  sure  that  none  will  take  exception  to  my  mention 
of  the  name  of  Mrs.  Cress  well,  who  alone  collected  £62  7s.  lOd. 
this  being  a  splendid  increase  upon  her  most  meritorious 
achievement  of  the  previous  year. 

Rose  Day,  which  was  suspended  in  1926,  in  consequence 
of  the  industrial  trouble,  was  resumed  in  1927,  and  the  sum 
of  £116  5s.  6d.  was  raised  thereby.  The  result,  though 
probably  not  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  earlier  years,  most 
certainly  iustified  the  effort,  and  the  revenue  has  been  of 
a  most  beneficial  kind. 

Whist  drives  have  been  a  very  regular  feature  of  the 
year,  and  have  brought  in  much  helpful  revenue.  The 
attendances  on  the  whole  have  been  good,  but  hardly  so 
large  as  in  1926.  The  Drives  have  been  much  enjoyed,  and 
we  now  have,  in  addition  to  many  casual  visitors,  our 
regular  patrons  who  practically  insure  us  against  loss  on  each 
individual  drive.  Mr.  J.  Allsop  and  Mr.  H.  Thirsk,  of 
Mexborough,  have  continued  their  worthy  services  as  M’s.C. 
and  my  Committee  most  cordially  thanks  them. 

The  year  1928  looks  very  promising  indeed,  and  in  the 
early  months  we  propose  to  hold  another  Bazaar.  This  will 
be  of  two  days’  duration,  and  will  be  held  in  the  unoccupied 
medical  wards  at  the  hospital.  We  anticipate  a  large 
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attendance,  and  are  hoping  that  it  shall  be  a  bumping 
success. 

To  the  many  subscribers  upon  whom  we  have  called, 
and  whose  names  appear  in  the  subjoined  subscriptions  list, 
we  offer  our  very  warm  thanks,  not  only  for  the  donations 
given,  but  for  the  very  kind  and  courteous  manner  in 
which  we  have,  on  almost  every  occasion,  been  received. 
We  shall  look  forward  to  a  continuance  of  their  generous 
support,  and  would  appreciate  a  word  of  recommendation 
and  introduction  to -their  friends.

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Sports  and 

Entertainments  Committee  s  Report 

For  Year  Ended  Dec.  31st,  1927. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Taking  a  retrospective  survey  of  the  work  of  the  above 
committee  for  the  year  1927,  one  feels  a  certain  amount  of 
satisfaction  at  the  success  achieved. 

The  work  which  is  undertaken  by  the  Sports  Committee 
is  of  an  arduous  nature,  and  subject  to  so  many  things 
which  may  interfere  with  its  successful  issue. 

The  year  1927  has  proved  this  very  conclusively.  The 
ever  needful  £  s.  d.  has  been  very  scarce  throughout  the 
whole  year,  this,  of  course,  being  due  to  so  much  unemploy¬ 
ment  and  short  time  working. 

Then,  again,  what  a  wretched  year  has  been  experienced 
from  a  weather  point  of  view.  This  is  the  greatest  enemy  the 
Sports  Committee  has  to  fear,  and  when  I  tell  you  that  semi¬ 
finals  and  finals  have  been  played  in  pouring  rain  and  not 
one  single  penny  “  gate  ”  has  been  taken,  you  will  realise 
what  the  Sports  Committee  is  up  against.  No  matter  how 
well  an  effort  is  organised,  and  however  enthusiastic  both 
competitors  are,  the  whole  thing  may  be  ruined  completely 
by  adverse  weather  conditions.  Again,  the  work  of  the 
Sports  Committee  is  not  merely  a  question  of  realising  so 
much  money  (this  is  not  the  hardest  part  of  the  work  at  all) 
but  it  is  a  question  of  giving  also.  By  this  I  mean  giving  of 
their  best,  in  service  themselves,  and  giving  the  best  attrac¬ 
tions  possible  in  the  various  competitions  and  entertain¬ 
ments  which  are  under  the  committee’s  control.  Using  an 
old  adage  “  Set  a  sprat  to  catch  a  mackerel,”  is  of  no  use  to 
the  committee  in  its  work  ;  rather  is  it  often  necessary  to  bait 
the  hook  with  a  whale. 

The  best  attractions  must  always  be  offered,  whether  in 
Concerts,  the  best  artistes  ;  in  Competitions,  the  best  prizes  ; 
in  the  many  knotty  problems  which  the  committee  have  to 
face,  the  best  judgment  and  advice,  and  in  the  many  setbacks 
which  are  met  with  the  best  side  must  be  looked  for. 
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The  committee  has,  in  every  way,  endeavoured  to  carry 
out  this  principle  throughout  the  year  just  passed. 

CONCERTS. 

The  Annual  Concert  in  the  Mexborough  Hippodrome 
(kindly  lent  for  the  occasion  by  the  proprietors,  Messrs. 
G.  W.  and  G.  E.  Smith)  proved  as  popular  as  ever.  The 
programme  presented  by  Miss  Ida  Bloor  and  her  concert 
party  being  of  a  high  class  character  and  greatly  enjoyed  by 
all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  secure  a  seat.  Mr.  G.  W. 
Ashton’s  advice  and  ready  help  in  organising  and  superintend¬ 
ing  this  effort  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  my  committee 
again  heartily  thank  the  Hippodrome  Staff  for  their  helpful 
services. 

VISIT  OF  H.M.  2nd  BATT.  GORDON  HIGHLANDERS 
MILITARY  BAND  &  PIPERS. 

Perhaps  the  most  discussed  and  greatest  anticipated 
effort  of  the  year  was  the  concerts  which  the  committee 
arranged,  by  the  above  world-famous  band.  Realising 
the  magnitude  of  the  effort  and  the  enormous  expense  which 
must  be  incurred,  very  careful  consideration  and  much 
serious  thought  had  to  be  exercised  before  it  could  be  decided 
to  make  the  attempt.  The  Committee  appealed  to  various 
bodies  to  help  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Band’s  visit.  On 
this  occasion  the  committee  did  not  appeal  in  vain,  as  will  be 
seen  in  the  balance  sheet.  This  foresight  on  the  part  of  the 
committee,  in  preparing  against  bad  weather,  proved  a  great 
boon  and  insured  against  what  would  have  been  a  serious 
loss,  for  it  rained  incessantly  until  5  p.m.  Conditions,  how¬ 
ever  improved  for  the  evening  performance  in  the  Mexboro’ 
Athletic  Ground,  and  upwards  of  3000  people  enjoyed  a 
splendid  concert  and  a  wonderful  fireworks  display.  In  the 
work  of  organising  this  effort  Mr.  Russell  Totty,  of  Gold- 
thorpe,  gave  valuable  assistance  and  advice.  Also  to 
Mesdames  G.  W.  Wright,  F.  and  R.  Tutill,  who  saw  to  all 
the  arrangements  for  refreshments,  and  the  friends  of  the 
Primitive  Methodist  Church,  Free  Christian  Church,  and 
Oxford  Road  Church  for  the  loan  of  forms  and  crockery,  the 
committee  tender  its  grateful  thanks. 

COMPETITIONS. 

AMBULANCE. 

The  success  of  this  competition  depends  very  largely  on 
the  prosperity  of  the  mining  world.  The  teams  who  usually 
come  from  some  distance  from  Mexborough,  found  a 
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stumbling  block  in  their  way  in  the  matter  of  finance.  This 
was  to  be  expected  owing  to  depression  in  the  coal  trade,  and 
despite  the  vigorous  efforts  of  the  ambulance  secretary, 
Mr.  G.  T.  Stamp,  not  more  than  17  teams  for  the  open  class 
and  4  for  the  1st  year  class  could  be  induced  to  compete. 
Rather  than  abandon  the  competition,  Mr.  Stemp  decided 
to  carry  on,  and  cleared  a  profit  of  £2  5s.  6d. 

Drs.  J.  A.  R.  Lee  and  J.  J.  Huey  ably  carried  out  the 
duties  of  judges,  and  to  these  gentlemen  we  say  “  thank 
you.” 

MONTAGU  CHARITY  CUP. 

Increasing  in  popularity  year  by  year,  the  Montagu 
Cup  Competition  stands  supreme  as  the  Sports  Committee’s 
greatest  asset.  Enthusiastic  followers  of  junior  football 
render  valuable  assistance  to  the  competition  as  well  as  to 
the  individual  clubs,  by  attending  the  matches,  because  the 
rule  of  the  Football  Association  is  that  10  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  gate  must  go  to  the  competition  funds.  Therefore 
may  I  appeal  to  all  sportsmen  to  rally  round  the  juniors 
wherever  a  Montagu  Cup  match  is  staged.  Goldthorpe 
United,  a  very  popular  club,  won  the  trophy. 

The  gates  in  the  semi-finals  and  finals  were  £40  13s.  0d* 
and  £69  5s.  Od.  Both  matches  were  played  on  the  Mex- 
borough  Athletic  Ground.  The  competition  finished  the 
season  with  a  balance  of  £91  2s.  6d.,  a  slight  decrease  on  the 
previous  year  of  £1  4s.  3d. 

CAPTAIN  MONTAGU  SHIELD. 

To  give  a  report  of  this  competition  is  rather  a  difficult 
proposition.  Whatever  is  going  to  happen  to  Schoolboy 
sport  in  the  district  is  giving  cause  for  serious  thought. 
Enthusiasm  appears  to  be  at  its  lowest  ebb,  alike  with  teams 
and  the  general  public.  Considering  the  number  of  school 
teams  in  the  area,  an  entrance  list  of  13  teams  is  not  a  verv 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  A  revival  will  certainly  have 
to  take  place  if  the  competition  is  to  be  made  a  paying  con¬ 
cern.  Perhaps  the  best  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to  get  all 
the  teachers  who  have  the  welfare  of  schoolboy  sport  at 
heart,  together,  and  have  a  thorough  investigation  into  the 
whole  affair.  My  committee  gratefully  thanks  the  com¬ 
mittees  of  Roman  Terrace  Athletic  and  Roman  Terrace 
Primitives  Clubs  for  the  free  use  of  their  grounds  for  the 
semi-final  ties. 
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The  subscription  of  £3  from  the  Mexborough  Athletic 
Club  is  also  of  material  help  and  greatly  appreciated.  The 
Hospital  benefited  from  this  competition  by  £1 1  5s.  7d. 

BOWLS,  CRICKET  &  TENNIS. 

Bad  weather  has  been  the  order  of  the  day  when  the 
matches  have  taken  place,  especially  in  the  Bowls  and 
Tennis  sections,  the  finals  in  each  case  suffering  from  this 
cause,  not  one  penny  piece  being  realised  at  the  collections. 

It  has  needed  all  the  optimistic  qualities  of  the  section 
secretaries,  Mr.  T.  Connell,  Mr  J.  Shillito  and  Mr.  E.  Vickers, 
to  carry  on  under  the  adverse  conditions.  The  various  clubs 
who  kindly  lent  their  grounds  free  of  charge  do  much  to  keep 
the  competitions  going,  and  the  Sports  Committee  tender  to 
these  clubs  their  best  thanks.  The  profits  made  by  the 
competitions  in  the  order  named  above  are  £3  15s.  Od., 
£4  3s.  4d.,  and  £1  15s.  3d. 

WALKING  HANDICAP. 

This  is  a  new  departure  introduced  by  Mi*.  E.  Neath, 
landlord  of  Ye  Olde  Masons  Arms,  Main  Street.  Through  his 
desire  to  help  the  Hospital  Mr.  Neath  succeeded  in  securing 
a  beautiful  Shield  from  the  Ind  Coope,  Ltd.,  Brewery 
Company,  enlisted  the  services  of  the  Sports  Committee  to 
organise  what  is  to  be  an  Annual  Walking  Handicap. 
Further  to  this  Mr.  Neath  also  gave  a  medal  valued  at 
£4  4s.  Od.  as  a  first  prize,  paid  for  the  competitors’  entry 
forms  (9/-)  and  then  “  begged  ”  another  medal  for  a  further 
prize.  His  interest  in  the  movement  has  been  very  real, 
and  no  small  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  endeavours. 
Mr.  Graveson,  of  Mexborough,  also  gave  a  medal  value  £1  Is. 
for  a  third  prize,  and  a  friend  who  wishes  to  remain  anony¬ 
mous  gave  the  second  prize  valued  at  £2  2s.  Od. 

For  a  first  effort  a  moderate  degree  of  success  attended 
our  efforts.  Twenty-two  competitors  entered,  but  only 
thirteen  took  part  in  the  walk,  which  was  a  distance  of 
approximately  12  miles.  Mr.  O.  Grant,  acting  as  secretary, 
did  a  lot  of  very  hard  and  useful  work  in  organising  and 
controlling  the  event.  The  stewards  and  collectors  gave  very 
valuable  assistance,  and  the  profit  of  £6  7s.  Od.  is  considered 
quite  a  satisfactory  sum  for  the  first  attempt.  The  event 
was  carried  out  under  A. A. A.  laws,  and  the  officials  from  this 
body,  Messrs.  M.  Bennett,  W.  Briggs,  A.  Purkis  and  H. 
Jaques,  merit  the  committee’s  best  thanks. 
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THE  MONTAGU  BURTON  CUP. 

This  is  a  competition  entirely  organised  by  the  Mex- 
borough  Athletic  Club,  for  the  members  of  the  Bowls  section 
of  that  club.  The  Mexborough  Athletic  Committee  was  of 
opinion  that  the  proceeds  of  this  competition  should  go 
through  the  accounts  of  the  Sports  Committee,  seeing  that 
the  Sports  Committee  arranged  the  Sports  and  Entertain¬ 
ments  side  of  the  Hospital’s  interests.  My  committee 
appreciate  this  sentiment  and  gratefully  thank  Mexborough 
Athletic  for  the  sum  of  £2  6s.  Od.,  the  proceeds  of  the  com¬ 
petition  . 

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  ANNUAL  DEMONSTRATION. 

Last  year’s  effort  was  up  to  the  standard  of  any  previous 
demonstration.  A  very  large  procession  paraded  the 
principle  streets  to  the  Mexborough  Athletic  Cricket  Ground. 
Practically  all  the  public  bodies,  Police,  Firemen,  Friendly 
Societies,  Railway  men’s  and  Miners'  Lodges,  Sunday  Schools, 
Scouts  and  Guides  and  Ambulance  Brigades  were  repre¬ 
sented.  The  service  in  the  cricket  field  was  taken  charge  of 
by  Mr.  J.  Minnikin,  of  Thurnscoe.  Aid.  E.  Dunn,  of  Maltby, 
gave  a  rousing  address,  which  was  fully  enjoyed  by  a  large 
number  of  people.  It  was  to  be  regretted  that  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  Mr.  W.  A.  Lewis,  was  unable 
to  be  present  owing  to  illness,  the  first  occasion  he  has  been 
absent  for  a  number  of  years.  Mr.  B.  L.  Smith  gave  the 
hospital  report.  Mr.  D.  M.  Sinclair  as  musical  director, 
capably  carried  out  the  duties,  and  was  assisted  by  members 
from  the  various  Church  Choirs  of  the  town.  The  Sports 
Committee  tenders  its  best  thanks  to  all  the  friends  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned,  to  Rev.  C.  H.  Randall,  Mr.  F.  Cutts  and 
Mr.  H.  Thompson,  and  to  all  who  in  any  way  helped  to  make 
the  afternoon’s  proceedings  a  success. 

The  collections  taken  in  the  streets  and  at  the  entrances 
to  the  ground  were  very  much  below  normal,  a  fact  which 
could  definitely  be  traced  to  the  abnormal  industrial  con¬ 
ditions.  The  balance  being  £14  12s.  5d. 

In  concluding  my  report,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  crave 
your  permission  to  speak  a  word  of  encouragement  to  all 
members  of  the  Sports  Committee,  to  competitors  in  the 
various  competitions,  and  to  spectators  alike.  “  We  shall 
not  always  have  the  adverse  weather  conditions  of  1927. 
Oh,  no  !  The  clouds  will  break  and  show  their  silver  linings  ; 
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the  sun  will  shine,  and  we  shall  have  dry  wickets  ;  the 
bowlers  and  tennis  players  will  not  always  have  to  play  in 
their  coats  and  macs.,  as  happened  last. year;  there  are 
brighter  times  to  come  :  so  keep  on  smiling  ;  we’ll  win  through 
yet.” 

I  feel  also  that  I  must  personally  thank  Mr.  G.  H. 
Cooper  (chairman),  Mr.  0.  Grant  (assistant  secretary)  and 
every  member  of  the  committee  for  their  valuable  assistance 
during  a  trying  year.
